shrinkage occurs during seasoning, 
it’s best to have all dimensional 
change take place before the lumber 
is used. Normal seasoning time is 
about 90 days. When 90 days can’t 
be spared, what can be done about 
green lumber? 

There are several things, depend- 
ing on the state of completion of 
your house. In the first place, buy 
your lumber as far in advance of 
erection date as you can. Pile it on 
four-by-fours and use lath as stickers. 
Every week your lumber remains on 
the piles it becomes better seasoned. 


Ir SUCH farsightedness is impossi- 
ble, end-racking is the next best 
thing. By this method, employed at 
the site, the pieces of lumber are 
stood on end and laid edgewise 
against a bar set up between two 
wood frames, so air can circulate 
freely between the boards. Alter- 
nating the boards on opposite sides 
of the bar allows more rapid drying. 
End-racking can be safely used only 
with species of wood which don’t 
split easily, such as elm, oak, walnut, 
and maple. With other kinds, such 
as firand spruce, _[ Turn to page 82

EDITOR’S DESK 


We Wouldn't to Back — 
We Could 


A NOSTALGIC friend sighed out 
the wish the other day that the world 
were still where it was 50 or 100 
years ago. 

Everything was so much simpler 
then, he said. A man had more peace 
of mind. He could get on with his af- 
fairs at a leisurely pace without losing 
sleep over a hundred different na- 
tional and international problems, 
all affecting him personally, all press- 
ing for immediate attention, and 
none seeming to yield to an easy so- 
lution. 

“If this is progress,”’ our friend re- 
marked, “‘we’d better put an end to it 
and get back to the horse-and-buggy 
days before a little more of the same 
drives all of us crazy.” 


EvEN THO this was said partly in 


earnest, it was also a jest. For our. 


friend knows that the idea of return- 
ing to a quiet past, however inviting 
it may seem, is impossible. After all, 
one of Nature’s fundamental laws is 
that nothing in life stands still. As 
time moves, we and society move 
with it. Today builds on yesterday, 
and tomorrow on today, and there is 
no turning back. From the begin- 
ning, it was inherent in the invention 
of the wheel and the discovery of fire 
that man’s restless and searching 
mind would eventually discover the 
jet-propelled plane and the harnessed 
atom. 

Perhaps we may feel that “‘prog- 
ress” has not done much to reform 
us or to enrich us spiritually. It may 
be true that the more things change, 
the more they seem the same; but 
nevertheless they change. We can 
stop change about as easily as we can 
keep the earth from spinning. Some- 
times in the past, change has been a 
slow and almost imperceptible proc- 
ess, and at other times—as now—it 
has been spectacularly fast. But al- 
ways it has been a basic condition of 
existence. Nor has it been something 
imposed on Man against his wishes or 


beyond his control; rather, it has 
stemmed primarily from Man’s na- 
ture, from his mind, from his instinc- 
tive groping for greater and greater 
light and newer and newer frontiers 
of knowledge. 


ALTHO WE HAVE our worries today, 
altho swift change has made our time 
uniquely tumultuous, it is at least de- 
batable whether we have more head- 
aches.and heartaches than many a 
generation before us—the early set- 
tlers, for instance, the Revolutionary 
patriots or our forebears in the Civil 
War. 

As between one age and another, 
happiness is a relative thing. Despite 
all our troubles, we have our compen- 
sations, we have our offsetting ad- 
vantages. Average life expectancy, 
for example, is markedly longer than 
it was at the turn of the century; our 
health, our homes, our education, 
our income, our daily comforts, our 
living standards in general are dem- 
onstrably much better, with further 


gains in prospect. Change has not. 


done anything that should make us 
feel especially sorry for ourselves— 
not even as regards the danger of an- 
other war, for progress in this grim 
field has reached a point so awesome, 
so terrifying, so unendurable that 
mankind may well be frightened into 
a truly lasting peace. 


IN ANY EVENT, since it is in our 
very nature to move forward with 
time, few of us would go back to the 
world of 50 or 100 years ago, even if 
we could. And of course we can’t, 
because it is a fact, as the late Henri 
Bergson observed, that “‘to exist is to 
change; to change is to mature; to 
mature is to go on evolving one’s self 
endlessly.”? ‘To be afraid of progress 
in this sense, to be tired of it, would 
be the same as being tired and afraid 
of life itself; and this

The 
new 448 soon will be available in 8- 
ounce bottles with a sprayer attach- 
ment that will enable you to spray 
screens, sport clothes, picnic tables, 
and garden furniture. As we go to 
press, we learn that at least one new 
chigger-mosquito repellent will be 
ready in August in handy push- 
button aerosol bombs. 


Cut-flower life lengthened. Cut 
your roses in the afternoon for longest 
life as cut flowers, especially in Au- 
gust when the nights are hot. Re- 
search at Cornell showed that the 
traditional morning cutting “‘before 
the dew has dried”’ shortened keep- 
ing time by 7 to 10 percent. 

Now we learn from recent Cornell 
research that rose leaves use sun- 
light so efficiently that they make 
enough food during the day to in- 
crease their weight 8 to 9 percent by 
late afternoon. This extra food in- 
creases keeping time of cut flowers. 
No practical way is known to in- 
crease the food supply once flowers 
are cut.

Cut flowers are like 
humans, in that they must “burn” 
sugars continuously to provide the 
energy needed to live. 


Cranberry ret prevented. More 
and larger cranberries may be avail- 
able this fall, if results of preliminary 
research with Fermate, a new fungi- 
cide, can be duplicated in field use. 
The new material almost eliminates 
losses from rotting on the cranberry 
vines. According to Dr. J. R. Mag- 
ness, of the U.S.D.A., the best spray 
previously known saved less than 
three-fourths of the crop and caused 
a reduction in the size of the fruits. 


Pine rusts stepped. Blister rust of 
white pines can be avoided by grow- 
ing rust-resistant trees recently dis- 
covered in Wisconsin by Drs. A. J. 
Riker, T. F. Kouba, and W. H. 
Brener. These varieties can be graft- 
ed on ordinary pine seedlings, an 
operation which adds Jess than 35 
cents to the cost of the tree. 

Scotch and Mugho pines can be 
protected against sweetfern blister 
rust by monthly sprays with any 
copper fungicide until frost kills the 
sweetfern leaves. Dr. J. C. Carter of 
Illinois also suggests using chemical 
weed killers to destroy the sweetfern. 
The fungi die unless both pines and 
sweetfern grow within 144 mile of 
each other. 


Jap beetles lured by new bait. 
Pine oil, converted chemically into 
synthetic anethole, is the 1946 sub- 
stitute for geraniol, original bait for 
the Japanese-beetle-trapping pro- 
gram. Scarcity of lemon _ grass, 
source of geraniol, and the familiar 
insect repellent, citronella, forced 
U.S.D.A. scientists to make a syn- 
thetic substitute. The new bait also 
contains a small amount of oil of 
cloves as added lure for the beetles. 


Fall cucumbers protected. Dr. |. 
J. LeBeau, of Louisiana State, re- 
ports that a 10 percent Fermate 
dust protects cucumbers against 
anthracnose and downy mildew, 
common causes of crop failure for 
the fall crop in the South. 
Bordeaux mixture and copper 
dusts used in the past never gave 
complete control, and themselves 
damaged enough leaves to cut yields. 


Wet leaves vulnerable. Ob- 
servant gardeners have long known 
that many diseases attack plants only 
when the leaves are wet. Unless they 
are in water, fungi spores cannot 
germinate. Consequently, it has 
become established practice to pro- 
tect plants against fungi by spraying 
as soon as the rain stops. 

Scientists have suspected that dur- 
ing prolonged rainy weather some- 
thing about the plant changed and 
made it lose the normal resistance 
to fungi. Now Dr. James Johnson, 
of Wisconsin, reports discovery of 
this change. Leaves become gorged 
with water because the sap brought 
up from the roots fails to evaporate 
from the leaves during rains. 

Doctor Johnson found these water- 
soaked leaves just as susceptible’ to 
disease as leaves stripped of their 
natural disease-barrier skin. Thus 
spraying immediately after rains is 
doubly important.

Few who have en- 

joyed the timeless 

splendors of our 27 
national parks, or visited any of the 
other 142 areas in the National Park 
system, will find it easy to believe 
this mammoth project is so young. 
Actually, Yellowstone, eldest of the 
parks, was made a government 
charge by an act of Congress in 1872; 
Yosemite and Sequoia in 1890, 


Mount Rainier in 1899. But it was 
not until 1916 that this special 
agency was set up to integrate re- 
sponsibility for all areas of special 
significance to Americans, and com- 
missioned ‘‘to make them available 
for public enjoyment in such manner 
and by such means as will leave 
them unimpaired for the enjoyment 
of future generations.” 

Scarcely a traveler but has experi- 
enced somewhere along his route the 
faithfulness with which this com- 
mission has been carried out. In 
1941, more than 21 million people 
were, in one way or another, guests 
of our National Park Service.

Relatives of the Lemon daylily, these big-

GARDEN lovers are talking about 
these newer varieties of daylilies 
(Hemerocallis). Daylilies themselves 
are not new—early Greek and Chi- 
nese writings mention them—but 
breeders have done spectacular 
things to them in the last 25 years. 
As with roses, peonies, iris, dahlias, 
and gladioli, there’s now an organi- 
zation to score new varieties. 
Daylilies are sturdy perennials. 
They will grow in almost any garden 
soil and will bloom satisfactorily 
even where they have sun for only 
half the day. They will stand heat, 
drouth, and severe cold. They can 








































Best-known of the striking- 
ly blotched daylily varieties 
is the widely popular Mi- 
kado, which is soft orange 
in general effect with ma- 
hogany markings. Buck- 
eye is often spoken of as an 
earlier, a June-blooming, 
Mikado. It remains open 
thru the evening. Aladdin 
is yellow and garnet-brown. 
Between these and the big 
group of polychrome, or 
lightly patterned, varieties 
are many fine sorts which 
could be put into either class 
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be planted spring or fall, and can be 
counted on to give representative 
bloom by at least the second year. 

Because they are so reliable and 
do so much for the summer border, 
those that bloom from July on are 
especially desirable.

Bcc a gnarled oak tree in San Mateo, 
California, is a compact, friendly home, with 
just the right touch of tradition to give it a 
quiet grace and dignity. 

Because the plan, by Architect E. Jay Miller, 
fits the needs of a modern young family like a 
comfortable old slipper, it was selected as No. 
1608 in the Better Homes G Gardens series of 
Five Star plans. 

The owner, L. A. Friedman, is a veteran who 
recently returned home to his wife, Blanche, 
and his small daughter, Patsy, after months in 
service. During the war, he carried a snapshot 
of this home with pictures of his family; and 
friends in the air forces often remarked, ‘‘Gee, 
Les, that’s sure a nice place for a man to go 
home to!”’ 

The home is sheathed in pearl-gray shingles 
and trimmed in white. Hobby flowers—cin- 
erarias, begonias, and rhododendrons—pro- 
vide bright color from early spring to fall. 


WirHin, rooms have a modern, open ar- 
rangement that gives full weight to such im- 
portant factors as sunlight, view, use, and 
traffic control. 

Rooms most constantly in use during the 
day, the kitchen, living room, and owners’ 
bedroom, have a desirable southern exposure, 
overlooking an outdoor living area fenced for 
privacy. Both kitchen and living room open 
onto a covered garden porch, and the owners’ 
bedroom faces a colorful rose garden. 

Care was taken to prevent the spacious living 
room from becoming a glorified hallway. Truly 
the center of the house, it has direct access only 
to the entry hall and the porch. The door to.the 
porch is in one corner, away from a large pic- 
ture-window flanked by screened movable 
sash. This window is the focal point in the 
room, with the fireplace subordinated on a 
short inside wall. 


Tue kitchen, 161% feet long, is finished in 
knotty pine waxed to a high gloss for ease in 
cleaning. There is room for an uncrowded 
breakfast corner under large windows that ad- 
mit a flood of spirit-lifting, morning sunlight. 
Conversely, bedrooms to the west remain 
cool and dim on mornings when napping be- 
yond sunrise seems desirable. Bedrooms are not 
large, but big storage closets compensate for 
lack of physical size. In addition to closets with 
mirrored doors, the owners’ bedroom has a 
recessed corner for a built-in dressing table. 
The bathroom is equipped with both shower 
and tub, for quick scrub-ups [ Turn to page 102

zi the ageless, intangible charm of a plain woman with 


perfeet bone structure, background, and personality

before we first saw them, Pennsylvania stone houses 
of pre-Revolutionary vintage stirred our imaginations. Think 
of actually living in a house more than 100 years old! We had 
considered them rare museum pieces, “open to the public 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays.” 

' But as soon as our knowledge became more than hearsay, 
our number had been called. Not that the stone houses are 
beautiful in the ordinary sense of the word. Elemental as a 
child’s first drawing, theirs is an elusive charm, deeply rooted 
in days and ways that are gone, and in sturdy simplicity and 
fundamental good taste. 

We found this charm in simple things—in 18-inch stone 
walls, hand-hewn beamed ceilings, hand-wrought hardware, 
and huge fireplaces. We found it in pointed stone or white- 
washed exteriors, in the lively little springs that bubble in the 
cellars, in deep caves for cold storage, and in aged lilacs and 
gnarled fruit trees in the dooryards. And we were filled with 
admiration for the people who built so soundly that their work 
stands in strength and dignity more than a century later. 

For two years, we rented an old house, getting the feel of the 
country, making sure our obsession was true love and not pass- 
ing infatuation, looking all the while for a fabulous place that 
would “have everything.” In the end we took much less than 
everything to obtain the seclusion we felt country life should 
bring. 

We knew what we wanted—utmost privacy within the 
house, the easiest sort of a place to take care | Turn to page 53 
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It seemed an affectation to duplicate the huge original fireplace, so 
we built a generously large fireplace of native stone. The old house 
has deep window ledges and windowpanes of ancient bubbled glass

Blue-Gray Room. Blue was taken as the prevailing 
color to create the informal feeling of this Colonial set- 
ting. All colors are muted, or grayed, to further the 
quiet atmosphere of the room. 

Since blue is a “cold” color, it is necessary to use rich, 
warm colors with it to create a comfortable, livable 
room. Here mulberry contributes warmth—in draper- 
ies, wallpaper, brush fringe on the easy chair, glass 
accessories and dinnerware, and floral pattern of love 
seats. Reseda green adds additional warmth in the 
drapery stripe, leaves of love-seats’ pattern, table mats, 
even the leaves of the ivy. 

Beige in the linen-cotton rug, and background of love- 
seats’ pattern provides a neutral note. Minor color notes 
are pink in background of wallpaper and in accessories, 
and blue-green in glass accessories and in floral pattern. 
The love-seats and draperies each use four of the five 
colors selected for this room. 


Chinese Modern Room. Here five vivid, dashing 
colors were used to create a lively background. The 
yellow and gold on walls and furniture create a bright 
sunlight effect. The rich tones of the medium green 
give depth to the room. The black lacquered chest and 
table, and the black touches in accessories, provide 
weight and accent.

what you can expect them to do fer your home and you

Dcinsaniitiiiinics right colors can be made a part of your 
home just as easily as the wrong ones, and at no greater cost. Favor- 
able psychological effects should follow when colors are used with 
intelligent regard for their emotional influence. 

Emotions are stimulated in various ways. Some emotional stim- 
ulants come naturally, in the course of daily living; others have to 
be sought out and paid for. 

Most stimulants are fleeting. A tasty drink is enjoyable while it 
lasts. The pleasure you feel from a fine show lingers briefly. But there 
are stimulating influences with which we can surround ourselves con- 
stantly. One is the right color. 

Here are the innate psychological powers of colors: 


Red is warm and the most stimulating. The love of red is universal. 
Children, primitive peoples, as well as the cultured and sophisticated 
groups, are all stimulated by it. When an individual dislikes red, it is 
a psychological exception which is often a result of some unpleasant 
childhood experience with the color. 


Blue is the coldest of the colors. It is soothing for people inclined 
to be excitable, but is often depressing for the morose type of person. 
If you have melancholy tendencies you should avoid an overabun- 
dance of blue and surround yourself with reds. 


Yellow produces the sensation of sunlight and warmth. The psy- 
chological reaction to yellow is not as definite as that to red or blue. 
The slightest change in yellow will make it either cold or warm, 
soothing or aggravating. It is a color that needs careful handling. 


Green produces the most normal of our reactions to colors. Because 
most shades are subconsciously associated with Nature, growth, food, 
health, green is pleasing and invigorating. 


Orange produces the invigorating reactions of red and yellow, of 
which it is a mixture. However, its warmth and vibrancy are too 
stimulating to the majority of people. 


Purple evokes both the cool reactions of blue and the warmth of 
red. Hence it is neither very stimulating nor strongly soothing. 
Purple creates the impression of dignity and reserve. Thruout history 
it has signified authority and respect. 


Pure colors can be taken only in small doses. [t would be over- 
stimulating for normal people to live in a room of pure red, and de- 
pressing to spend long periods in a blue room. For walls and other 
large areas, therefore, pure color should be greatly diluted with white 
and neutralized with a small amount of the complementary color. 
A dab of green will neutralize red; red will do the same for green. 

Gray and buff have certain emotional responses. Usually, gray is 
cold and produces a sensation of neutralized blue. [ Turn to page 68

You’re looking for a well-maintained neigh- 
borhood, preferably new, not one involved in unpaid 
back taxes and marred by old jerry-built homes. Let the 
old subdivisions rest in peace; the auto makes it easy to 
go beyond to better property. 

It’s ahard fact, well known to realtors, that a mediocre 
home in a good neighborhood is worth more than an 
excellent home in a poor neighborhood. 


Buy Within Your Budget 


For an improved site with all utility connections, don’t 
spend more than 30 percent of your total home invest- 
ment. Between 15 and 25 percent would be safer. For an 
& unimproved lot, don’t go higher than 10 percent. But 
if the decision between two lots is close, add a few 
dollars to your site investment. It’s better to spend 
too much for land than too little, for it determines 
the value of your whole investment. Your land 
won’t stretch; your house may, with properly 
planned additions. 
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Buy an appraisal by a qualified, disinterested expert. 
His fee will be reasonable. Check assessed valuation, and, 
if possible, the front-foot value of other recently sold 
property in the neighborhood. It’s good insurance to buy 
thru a reputable, established broker. 

Steer clear of high taxes. Don’t take the seller’s word 
for it. Check the tax rate, the percentage of real value 
upon which assessed valuation is based, whether all back 
taxes and assessments have been paid. Watch for special 
taxes—drainage district, navigation district, road dis- 
trict, irrigation district, perhaps some you’ve never heard 
of. If you buy at a tax sale, see if it’s possible to obtain a 
quit-claim deed or abstract of title from the former owner. 

Don’t buy too long before building unless you’re 
positive you want a lot that might otherwise be sold. 
While you hold the vacant lot, you’ll lose the interest on 
your investment, the outgo for taxes is certain, and there 
may be unexpected special assessments. 


Buy Convenience 


Buy within walking distance (half a mile) of a good 
grade school and a church of your choice. Look for 
neighborhood parks or playgrounds; even a small play 
area will keep youngsters off streets and forestall lawn 
destruction. Property value is increased by the accessi- 
bility of a well-run shopping center with plenty of park- 
ing space, adult recreation facilities, good medical facili- 
ties, and commercial amusements. 

Perhaps most important of all, at least for no-car or 
one-car families, is convenient, cheap public transporta- 
tion. Judge your nearness to work and downtown shop- 
ping areas in time, not distance. 

Look for a skillfully designed street plan, kept cleared 
of snow in winter. Residential streets should discourage 
heavy traffic, but provide access to a main thorofare. 
The inefficient grid plan that makes every street a thru 
street is gradually being discarded. Closed-end residen- 
tial lanes, if wide enough to permit fire-fighting equip- 
ment to maneuver, are good. Eliminating thru traffic 
means safety for children at play, restful quiet at night. 
You’ll save on assessments, too, for local traffic requires 
far lighter paving. 

Alleys give access to rear-lot garages, and provide off- 
street location for utility poles. But they are undesirable 
if they prohibit back-yard privacy. 


Bay Enough Good Land 


The narrow lot is a primary evil in many cities. A lot 
40 feet wide or less will rob you of the sunshine, air, and 
privacy to which you are entitled. One at least 60 feet 
wide is worth the larger paving and drainage assessments, 
for a narrow lot often dictates a poor house plan, is diffi- 
cult to sell, and depreciates rapidly in value. 

In considering area, buy the kind of living you want. 
Gardens, barbecue pits, yard service areas, and game 
courts all require space. But don’t be overambitious, or 
you may find the land running you. Be honest—do you 
really want five acres and a cow? 

A corner lot has some advantages, notably the two- 
way vista. But don’t forget double assessments for paving 





and sidewalks, and the extra work you'll do shoveling 
snow. If the corner lot has two minimum setbacks, you'll 
need more land to get a satisfying private area. 

Buy exact boundaries. Have them surveyed if there is 
any doubt; your proposed driveway may extend onto the 
neighbor’s lot. A site with fairly uniform boundaries is 
easier to use and sell than one too irregular. 

Buy high land. It’s necessary for good drainage, and a 
lot that can be flooded is too expensive, no matter what 
the price. Buy solid earth. You’d be surprised what some- 
times goes into a filled-in tract. The garden may not 
flourish, and the house is almost sure to settle. Filling in 
a low lot is almost as costly as excavating. Check the 
depth to solid rock; blasting out a basement will make 
your bank account shed tears. 


Buy Protection 


Good city zoning will safeguard your investment. As 
a minimum, you should expect it to keep factories, gas 
stations, poultry farms, crowded apartment houses, and 
the like out of your neighborhood. That means zoning 
for single-family homes (not just for “‘residential uses’’), 
on lots of reasonable minimum size, set far enough from 
lot lines so a neighbor won’t usurp your rights to sun- 
light and air. Zoning shouldn’t be so rigid it prohibits 
establishment of a neighborhood shopping center in a 
predetermined location, well screened from homes. 

There’s one major weakness in zoning; it’s subject to 
political pressure for change. Business always tends to 
creep into residential areas, bringing noise, odors, dirt, 
smoke, and a threat to health and property values. 

Reasonable deed restrictions are often a more satis- 
factory answer. They’re protective covenants whereby 
neighbors agree to maintain certain standards. They 
should be general, perhaps setting minimum frontage and 
depth for single-family homesites. Minimum cost of 
homes is a poor index, subject to wide variation. But 
some uniformity of size is desirable, for the least valuable 
property tends to set a neighborhood level. Don’t buy in 
a neighborhood so restricted you can’t afford to build or 
live there. 

Buy police and fire protection. If adequate, they’ll give 
you a comfortable feeling of security and reduce your 
insurance rates. 


Buy Beauty 


Beauty is just as valuable an asset as convenience. Too 
many trees are better than too few. Use the natural 
beauty of your site; a made-to-order setting is expensive 
to create. Conversely, don’t buy smoke, dirt, odors, or 
noise. Use your nose and ears as well as your eyes; there 
may be a glue factory, packing plant, or city dump just 
over the hill. 

Sloping, irregular lots can be far more interesting than 
those of billiard-table level. But they are more expensive 
to develop and maintain, and more or less dictate the 
style of architecture. So confer with your architect; a 
home that ill-matches its site can be most unsatisfactory. 

Buy a decent exposure to sunlight. You’ll never be 
sorry. Sunlight, best obtained and_ [ Turn to page 99

A WOODED section of Winnetka, Lllinois, near Lake 
Michigan, is an ideal setting for the home of Mr. and Mrs.

Cheaper. Your travel dollar will 
buy more of this new luxury than 
you may anticipate. It is possible 
that the competition which brought 
airline fares down to a level com- 
parable to rail-plus-Pullman rates, 
may eventually push rail rates down 
still further. At the same time, new 
equipment accommodating more 
passengers will tend to reduce rates 
per passenger.

The Truth About Rabies 


By Russell Kk. Lowry 


Mucu has been said about rabies, 
a great deal by those who know least 
about it. A “rabies scare” will fre- 
quently occur in a community, 
whereupon the local press will rush 
into print with blatant headlines 
over a wild and distorted acceunt of 
how “dozens of infected dogs are 
running at large’ and calling for 
drastic action to “‘curb this frighten- 
ing menace in our midst.” 

This sort of thing serves to veil 
rabies as not only a fearsome and 
mysterious malady, but also as a 
major hazard of everyday life. 
Neither assumption is correct. 

This is no defense of rabies. In 
fact, it is a far too-prevalent disease 
—even tho it ranks the lowest in 
mortality rate of any known to 
medical science. 

There are certain facts about 
rabies which everyone should know, 
especially those who own dogs. 

Rabies (hydrophobia) is one of 
the oldest diseases known. Its name 
is derived from the Latin (rabies, 
meaning “rave’) and the Greek 
(hydrophobia, meaning “fear of 
water’). It was described several 
centuries before the beginning of the 
Christian era as a “dread disease.” 


AccorDING ‘to statistics issued 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
since 1938 an average of but 34 per- 
sons per year have met death from 
rabies. It is not a seasonal disease, 
as many suppose, but can strike at 
any time of the year with full po- 
tency. It is not caused by “lack of 
water.”’ Nor does “frothing at the 
mouth” necessarily indicate the 
presence of rabies;. there are more 
than 50 ailments or reasons which 
may cause a dog to froth at the 
mouth, including such things as a 
harmless attack of indigestion or 
vomiting. 

The disease is caused by a filter- 
able virus—so tiny that it passes 
thru filters that retain ordinary bac- 
teria. Dogs are especially susceptible 
to attack by the rabies virus. How- 
ever, many other animals may be in- 
fected, including man. Rabies germs 
have been reported in cats, cows, 
horses, mules, sheep, goats, hogs, 
wolves, foxes, hyenas, skunks, mon- 
keys, deer, antelope, camels, bears, 
elk, bats, squirrels, rabbits, rats, 
mice, badgers, woodchucks, owls, 
porcupines, weasels, gophers, rac- 
coons, hawks, chickens, and’pigeons. 
But it is definitely recognized that 
once rabies is controlled in dogs, its 
favorite victim, it will cease to be an 
important menace. 


Tue virus is found in the saliva of 
a rabid animal and is transmitted 
only by its bite. The bite makes the 
wound into which the virus from 
the saliva is forced by the teeth. 
But even the bite of an infected

animal does not always convey the 
virus, for the germ must actually be 
present on the teeth. The propor- 
tion of persons who contract the dis- 
ease, after being bitten by an infect- 
ed dog—and not treated—is esti- 
mated at only 15 percent. From the 
bite of a wolf, this percentage is 
higher. Horse bites may infect 40 
percent. 

The rate of infection is practically 
nil, if treatment is given by the 
Pasteur method. 


WuetrHer or not the victim con- 
tracts rabies depends largely on the 
location and size of the bite. In gen- 
eral, the nearer the bite to the cen- 
tral nervous system and the deeper 
the wound, the greater the dange1 
of infection. Experiments have 
proved that the virus follows the 
course of the nerves to the spinal 
cord, thence to the brain, before 
symptoms occur. Gerlach, the great 
rabies investigator, found the period 
between the bite and the first symp- 
tom to vary from 14 to 285 days. 
Thus it is obvious that rabies is no 
real menace, where ordinary con- 
trols, precautions, and treatment

are practiced. One expert lists rabies 
as a “country-dog problem,” simply 
because dogs in rural areas are al- 
lowed to roam at will, whereas city 
dogs are kept in check more, and 
controlled on leashes. Rabies is a 
menace in certain cities of the South 
because local authorities are lax in 
their enforcement of stray-dog ordi- 
nances. Yet, climate affords no re- 
prieve from rabies. The disease can 
be just as prevalent and potent in 
Duluth as in New Orleans if the 
roving-dog problem goes unchecked. 
There are two distinct types of 
rabies—‘“‘dumb” and “furious.” 
About 75 percent of all rabies cases 
occur in the “dumb” category. As 
the name implies, dumb rabies is 4 
quiet malady, quickly spreading its 
paralytic condition from the throat 
and jaw to all parts of the body. 
Its first symptom may be a change 
in behavior. [ Turn to page 80

Buff is warm, producing the effect of 
neutralized red and yellow. 

The psychological effect of color 
is like the physical effect of drugs. In 
colors, as in drugs, there is danger of 
overdosing, as well as of weakening. 

For example, if you are given to 
feelings of depression, you should 
create an environment of predom- 
inantly warm colors, the red and 
yellow families. But you should have 
touches of cold colors in the rugs, 
draperies, or furniture coverings. 

If the principal color is yellow, 
there should be spots of blue in the 
room. If the basic color scheme is 
warm red, complementary bluish- 
green is ideal for the accents. If the 
main color is purple (a cool red), use 
yellow-green for touches of contrast. 

Small areas of contrasting cold 
color in the furnishings, small rugs, 
vases, pictures, and books make the 
warm color even more vibrant. 


lr YOU are of nervous tempera- 
ment, you need an environment pre- 
dominantly of cool colors, such as 
the blue family. However,’ again 
there must be touches of contrast: 
Too great a quantity of pure blue 
can be very depressing. 

Warm hues should be used in 
small areas in patterns, in small 
throw rugs, pictures, and pottery, to 
bring out the full value of cold col- 
ors. Tints and shades of blue should 
be accented with the complemen- 
tary yellow. In draperies or slip- 
covers, yellow will make the blue on 
the walls more effective. 

Altho warm tones aid those of a 
melancholy disposition, nervous per- 
sons are adversely affected by vi- 
brant colors. The effect on the ner- 
vous system resembles the effect of 
food on digestion. Some people can 
eat highly spiced foods, others can’t. 

When furnishing a room, you 
should consider the effect of ad- 
jacent colors upon each other. 
Whenever possible, complementary 
colors, such as red and green, should 
be used as they synchronize both 
physiologically and psychologically. 


Here's an example of the psy- 
chological power of color. After 
a manufacturer redecorated the 
lunchroom in his plant in a light 
blue, the employees complained 
that the room was chilly and that 
they had to wear coats to lunch. The 
engineer knew better because the 
temperature was thermostatically 
controlled. It was recommended 
that the walls be painted a diluted 
orange and that orange slipcovers be 
placed on the chairs. Complaints 
then arose that it was too hot. The 
slipcovers were changed to blue- 
green and complaints ceased. 

Blue and yellow are seen by one 
optic organ, and red and green by 
another. If, after looking at, green 
for about half a minute, you turn to 
a white or neutral surface, you’ll see 
an afterimage of red; after looking 
at red, you'll see green. It is the 
same with blue and yellow. The blue 
afterimage from yellow enhances 
the blue, and vice versa. The same 
is true of red and green.

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Lighting is an important element 
to consider in choosing wall colors. 
If a room has windows on the north 
only, a warmer color scheme will 
counteract the coldness of the north 
light. If abundant sunlight enters 
the room, cool colors will temper ex- 
cessive warmth. If light is plentiful 
in the room, you can use deep colors. 
If the lighting is poor, the walls 
should be lightened by adding white, 
to reflect more light. 


Dewicate pastel shades, condu- 
cive to rest, belong in the bedroom. 

The bathroom, too, can use color 
planning. There’s no law, for ex- 
ample, which requires the use of 
white tiles; and towels of a color 
complementary to the walls will en- 
liven any bathroom. 

In all rooms where you entertain 
friends, the colors should be bright 
and gay. 

We are influenced, tho often un- 
knowingly, by color at the table. A 
colored tablecloth and napkins exert 
an influence on the appetite. The 
color of dishes affects enjoyment of 
food. Dishes should, whenever pos- 
sible, be complementary to the color 
of the food. A plate of a cool red, 
rose, or pink will make a salad ap- 
pear more appetizing. 

Colors often cause definite physi- 
cal reactions. A well-known illumi- 
nation engineer gave an unusual 
dinner party, designed to show that 
color affects not only the sense of 
sight, but other senses and bodily 
reactions as well. 

On the table were dishes of ap- 
petizing foods. When the guests had 
taken their seats, there was a sudden 
switch from white to colored lights. 
Steaks turned a sick gray, celery a 
gaudy pink, salads an ashen violet. 
Fresh, green peas looked like black 
caviar, milk became blood-red, eggs 
a distressing shade of blue, coffee a 
sickly yellow. Most of the guests 
could not eat. Some who did became 
ill. The experiment, if not the din- 
ner, was a complete success. It 
proved that color has power over the 
digestive system. 


Coors can even be used in 
actually controlling temperature. 
They reflect or absorb heat in ac- 
cordance with their proximity to 
black or white. The darker the color, 
the more heat it absorbs; the lighter, 
the more heat it reflects. Black 
clothes are best for winter wear. 
White clothes throw off heat for 
more summer comfort. A black ra- 
diator will get much hotter than a 
white one, but the heat it transmits 
into the room is much less. Alu- 
minum paint transmits a little more 
heat than black, but not nearly as 
much as white. 

The major power of color is psy- 
chological. Colors exert a strong 
symbolic influence, which has been 
implanted thru tradition. Under 
certain circumstances, we associate 
red with danger, fire, or poison. 

This color symbolism, as well as 
a color’s light-reflecting power, can 
be used to increase safety in the 
home. A coat of red paint on a dan- 
gerous machine part or an exposed 
electric switch is a simple but effec- 
tive caution signal. Painting the 
basement or attic staircase in a light 
and bright color will increase re- 
flection of light, thus reducing the 
possibility of accident.

end of the tenth year this difference 
in fayor of owning amounts to some 
$2,000; and at 30 years it is around 
$6,000. 

Now look at the chart for the 
$6,000 house. From the seventh to 
the twenty-first year, because of the 
smaller down payment, owning ac- 
tually costs less in dollars paid out 
than renting, even if your equity in 
the house is disregarded. When you 
do consider equity, Owning saves 
you, in 25 years, some $2,300 over 
renting. 

By the end of the twenty-fifth year 
in this $6,000 house you will have 
paid out close to $15,500 for housing 
and own a house still worth $3,000; 
or, in other words, housing would 
have cost you some $12,000. Had 
you rented, it would have cost some 
$15,000. The saving thru owning is 
enough to put one of your children 
thru college. 

These calculations do not con- 
sider another saving in favor of own- 


ing: the saving on income tax. If 


you are buying the $6,000 house and 
have an income of some $3,000, this 
saving wouldn’t amount to much. 
But if you have a $5,000 income and 
are buying the $10,000 house, the 
saving is significant. Assuming that 
you have a wife and two children 
and that income-tax rates stay at 
present levels, you'll save around 
$135 a year in the first year of own- 
ing, because of the property taxes 
and interest payments you can take 
as deductions. When the mortgage is 
paid off, you still will save some $25 
a year thru having property taxes 
to deduct. 

And, of course, when the mort- 
gage is paid off the house is yours at 
low cost for a comfortable old age. 
You can live off the fat of the land. 
For example, take the difference it 
makes in your monthly costs in that 
$10,000 place. If you rent, the prop- 
erty will cost you around $65 a 
month during your twenty-first 
year; and five years later, around 
$55 a month. But if you own, your 
only costs during these years will be 
the interest on your $2,000 down 
payment, and the taxes, insurance, 
and upkeep. These latter three will 
still cost about 3!4 percent of the 
original value, because, tho taxes 
and insurance fall as the property 
depreciates, replacement and repair 
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costs increase and about offset the 
saving on taxes and insurance. So 
your monthly costs of owning are 
some $33 a month, as compared with 
an average of $55 a month for rent- 
ing during the next 15 years. 

Now, in a sense, these compar- 
isons are theoretical. They disregard 
the real-estate cycle, the periods of 
boom prices such as we are experi- 
encing now, the busts that follow. 
To see what effect the cycle has and 
what it may bring in the future, let’s 
assume that you had bought this 
$10,000 property we have been dis- 
cussing in 1916. Shortly after that, 
war sent prices skyrocketing. By 
1920 the house was worth some 
$14,800. Had you sold out then and 
paid off the mortgage, you would 
have found, as the chart below 
shows, that owning for those four 
years had saved you $6,450 over 
renting. 

This is not wholly accurate be- 
cause rents fluctuate, too. Actually, 
rents on this house we’re discussing 
would have gone up after 1916, and 
the savings thru owning would have 
been even larger than $6,450. But 
in all calculations we'll have to 
ignore the fluctuations in rent be- 
cause there is no index that can be 
applied accurately to one house. 

If you had sold in 1926, when the 
boom was beginning to bust, you 
still would have been some $7,400 
ahead thru owning instead of rent- 
ing. By 1933, if you had sold when 
prices were depressed, your advan- 
tage thru owning would have 
dropped to some $4,900. But if you 
had waited until house prices had 
skyrocketed up again in late 1945, 
and then sold, you would have 
saved some $10,200 thru owning, 
more than $30 a month for all those 
29 years. 

Now if you build or buy in a 
period of inflated prices, the pattern 
changes, as you'll see from the second 
chart on page 78. Suppose you be- 
came an owner of this $10,000 prop- 
erty in 1924. Several years later 
those inflated prices of 1924 began to 
skid; the house was not worth more 
than enough to pay off the remainder 
of the mortgage. You had lost what 
you had paid out on ii. In the early 
years of the depression it wouldn't 
even sell for enough to do that. You 
had lost even more [Turn to page 78

than you had paid out. But after 
1934, if you still owned the house, 
you did begin to acquire an equity, 
and by 1945, when prices were 
again inflated, your savings thru 
owning were more than $5,000. 
Unfortunately, the only way you 
can realize savings in a house is to 
sell. In times of boom, unless you 
can sell and buy a smaller place or 
rent until house prices have de- 


flated again, a portion of the savings 


exist only on paper. On the other 
hand, if you had rented from 1924 
until now, and then had to buy 
a place at today’s inflated prices 
because there wasn’t any place to 
continue renting, that $5,000 saving 
you would have made by owning 
since 1924 would certainly look very 
real to you. 

If you buy now, it is not likely 
that owning will save you anything 
over renting for some years—nor 
will owning cost you much more 
than renting. Meanwhile, you will 
have a home. If you hold onto it 
long enough, your rising equity, as 
you pay off the mortgage, will one 
day more than offset the fall in 
value, and owning will have become 
cheaper than renting, just as the 
house bought at the inflated prices 
of 1924 eventually became cheaper. 

But quite aside from the dollars 
and cents savings thru owning, what 
of the amenities, the satisfaction, 
your happiness in living? Even be- 
fore the war it often was not possible 
to rent the kind of house you wanted, 
or in the neighborhood you wanted. 
The average house for rent was old. 
It was worth only $2,700. For in 
recent decades, not many new 
houses have been built to rent. In 
Philadelphia, for example, out of 
3,060 houses built in 1937, only 6 
were for rent; and in 1940 not 1 out 


of 2,417 built was for rent. There is 
hardly a more convincing argument 
for owning—you usually can’t help 
yourself if you want something good 
to live in. J 

As an owner you are free of the 
landlord’s whims, the landlady’s 
choler, the sheriff’s eviction notice. 
As an owner you can escape the con- 
fining walls of the city for the ex- 
pansiveness of the country. If you 
like photography, You can have 
your own darkroom. If you like gar- 
dening, you can have coldframes, a 
lath house, perhaps. a greenhouse. 
If you choose to paint, you can paint 
—violet all over the house. If your 
spare time has no price on it, you 
can do your own upkeeping, save 
money that way. One of the art 
editors down the hall here bought a 
small farm and a 50-year-old farm- 
house several years ago. In spare 
time he has rebuilt the place—new 
floors, view windows, new walls and 
woodwork, a new kitchen abound- 
ing in his own cabinetwork; to him 
working with his hands is a need, a 
pleasure, an escape from ulcers. 

And much can be said for getting 
one’s roots down, for belonging 
somewhere. It means more stable 
society and economy. On that, Re- 
publicans and Democrats agree. 

Said Calvin Coolidge, who was 
not given to talk: ‘“‘No greater con- 
tribution could be made to the sta- 
bility of the nation, and the ad- 
vancement of its ideals, than to make 
it a nation of homeowning families.” 

Said Franklin Roosevelt: “... a 
nation of homeowners, of people 
who own a real share in their own 
land, is unconquerable.”’ 

All in all, there hardly seems to 
be any question about owning vs. 
renting. It’s better for you, it’s bet- 
ter for the community, it costs less.

Tu E big swing to life income as the 
best way of delivering life-insurance 
proceeds rests on common sense and 
human experience. We're better 
managers of income than of large 
and unexpected cash legacies. But 
there’s another good reason for in- 
come payments.

Here the life insurance totals 
$15,600, but the insurance company 
pays interest on funds from the poli- 
cies which remain with them to be 
used for income payments. This 
interest for the extended period dur- 
ing which income is paid would 
raise the total dollar settlement to 
$21,480.78. That’s around 38 per- 
cent more than stated on the face 
of the policies. 


Here's a still more ambitious 
program which shows a somewhat 
similar result. Frank O., treasurer of 
a big woolen house, has seven chil- 
dren. His plan also combines private 
life insurance and Social Security 
benefits. He has nearly $25,000 of 
insurance for estate settlement and 
to provide educational funds for his 
youngsters. There'd be, if he died, 
monthly income of $376 for his wife 
and children, but this income would 
diminish as each child reached the 
age where he should be self-support- 
ing. When all were grown Mrs. O. 
would have a life income of $158.75. 
But her husband is much more likely 
to live and enjoy the fruits of his in- 
surance, which with his Social Se- 
curity old-age benefits will give him 
and his wife a monthly income of 
$321.24 when he’s 65. 


Here. too, the dollar settlement 
exceeds the face of the insurance. 
The amount of life insurance is 
$77,457.20 which is substantially in- 
creased by interest so that the actual 
number of dollars paid in settlement 
is $104,370.12—34 percent more 
than the insurance face value.

The Truth 


About Rabies 
[ Begins on page 66 | 


A friendly, docile dog may suddenly 
become irritable and vicious, or a 
less amiable pet may suddenly turn 
very friendly. There is a tendency to 
wander, the dog may disappear for a 
day or two, returning exhausted and 
emaciated. He will seek seclusion in 
dark corners. There will be a change 
in the tone of his bark. Paralytic 
symptoms are the outstanding fea- 
ture. Paralysis of the lower jaw takes 
place and the dog cannot close his 
mouth. An animal with a dropped, 
swinging jaw should be viewed with 
suspicion. This paralysis quickly 
spreads to fore and hindquarters, 
shortly after which death occurs. 
The course of dumb rabies is usually 
short, the animal dying in three to 
seven days. 


Tue remaining 25 percent of 
rabies cases are of the “furious” 
type—and this is the dangerous, in- 
fectious variety. As in dumb rabies, 
the dog undergoes a decided change 
in character—a friendly animal be- 
comes fierce and provocative, while 
a normally unfriendly or vicious 
dog may suddenly grow subdued. 
Other symptoms are restlessness, 
nervousness, fear of light, and a 
strong inclination to wander. The 
dog’s bark sounds strange, nervous, 
high-pitched. A partial paralysis of 
the lower jaw develops. Excessive 
drooling of clear-colored mucous 
takes place. 

Now comes the dangerous period, 
as a prelude to death. 

The dog becomes aggressive, 
snaps and snarls without provoca- 
tion. He will attack people or other 
animals or objects of a bright or 
shiny color. He rushes here and 
there, menacingly, without sense of 
direction. If confined in a cage, he 
may attack the bars with such force 
and vigor as to break off his teeth. 
From here, death occurs in a matter 
of minutes or a few hours. 


THERE is no known treatment for 
a rabies-infected animal. If for any 
reason you suspect the presence of 
rabies in your dog, do not risk ex- 
perimentation with home treatment. 
Remember, the dog is suffering 
physical torture and mental de- 
rangement. He does not even know 
you, let alone recognize you as a 
friend; and you will be dangerously 
exposing yourself to his bite if you 
try to help him. 

The best thing is to call a veter- 
inarian, who will take prompt mea- 
sures to isolate your dog and place 
him under observation for the neces- 
sary two weeks. 

There is one gleam of hope, one 
straw to grasp, in our fight against 
this dread malady. It is antirabies 
vaccination. If there is a law in your 
community which compels this safe- 
ty measure, by all means obey it, 
even tho most authorities say it gives 
only partial immunization. 

However, the real control of 
rabies can best be accomplished by 
getting at the sources of its dissemi- 
nation. In July, 1939, the American 
Kennel Club called in a group of 
experts high in the medical, re-

How to Season Green Lumber 


[ Begins on page 7 | 


this method can be used for only 
three or four days before boards must 
be piled flat to avoid checking, split- 
ting, or warping. 

In some localities owners of dry 
kilns are willing to rent out their 
ovens for a fee to dry lumber. In a 
suitable kiln, framing lumber up to 
two inches thick can be adequately 
dried in about one week. 


Ir CONSTRUCTION has gone 
too far for these precautions, wait 
until the building is framed, sheathed, 
roofed, and ready for lath. Then 
stop all work for about two weeks to 
allow sufficient seasoning by air- 
drying. The objective is to have as 
much shrinkage as possible take 
place before plastering. To help this 
cause along, allow free circulation 
of air below the floor joists, and good 
drainage away from the building. 
Drying proceeds more slowly in 
cold weather. To speed the process, 
heat the interior of the house to a 
point 20 degrees warmer than the 
outside air, and never below 60 de- 
grees. When weather is warm, heat 
isn’t needed during the day, but has 
value during the more humid night. 
Ordinarily, the heating plant isn’t 
installed at this stage of construction, 
but these aren’t ordinary times. Ar- 
range with your heating contractor 
to have your plant installed and in 
working order by the time windows 
and doors are in place. A space or 
unit heater is the next best solution. 
Strips of expanded metal lath 
applied over the regular lath help 
prevent large plaster cracks in cor- 


ners and over openings. Bracing at 
each corner of the house with diag- 
onal sheathing or “‘let-in” bracing 
(one-by-four material running diag- 
onally from plate to cap in the out- 
side face of the studs) also helps re- 
inforce the structure. 

Unseasoned_ side-wall and roof 
sheathing lumber should be narrow 
stock—not over 8 inches and prefer- 
ably 6—to cut down shrinkage and 
consequent pull on nails. This width 
of stock influences the life and looks 
of asphalt-shingle roofs. The width 
of shingles exposed to the weather 
determines the spacing of shingle 
nails. Shrinkage of the sheathing 
board between these nails will make 
the shingles heave, and give the wind 
a chance to riffle them and tear 
them off. 


ConsTRUCTION lumber falls 
into two classes—framing lumber for 
structural members and _ finishing 
lumber for doors, frames, flooring, 
and trim. Finishing wood is kiln- 
dried in the rough state before finish- 
ing, and therefore is less susceptible 
to shrinkage. At present, improperly 
seasoned framing lumber causes the 
most trouble. More thoroly seasoned 
lumber should be used for girders, 
floor joists, and lintels, greener ma- 
terials for ceiling and roof joists. 

Remember that all wood at- 
tempts to maintain the same mois- 
ture content as the air, no matter 
how thoroly dried it may be. Until 
somebody discovers how to “‘san- 
forize’”’ wood, it will always shrink 
after exposure to moisture.

Forming Good Habits 


Hetpinc your boy or girl to 
form good habits can’t be started 
too early. If you excuse your child by 
saying, ““He’s too young to know 
better,’ you’re only piling up more 
trouble for yourself in the future. 

Neatness, personal cleanliness, un- 
selfishness, kindness—the founda- 
tions of these and many other habits 
can be laid at an early age. Usually 
it requires only patience and under- 
standing; sometimes it takes diplo- 
macy, too. But whether you make 
some routine practice into a game or 
reward your child in some small way 
for doing right, it’s worth it if it in- 
stills good habits. 

Mrs. Margaret Lindsley of San 
Jose, California, writes in a solution 
for mothers whose children yank 
toys from the hands of guests. “My 
2-year-old daughter refused to allow 
anyone else to handle her toys,” she 
explained. “Then I gathered up her 
old dolls and dilapidated toys for 
mending, repainting, and recondi- 
tioning, and put them in a box in 
her closet. The box comes out for 
her guests only. 

‘Now she is more than willing to 
let her friends handle her new toys if 
she can piay with the ‘guest toys’ 
which she sees rarely. When we go 
calling, I urge her to take a couple 
of these toys along. Her little host- 
esses are interested in the toys she 
brings, and are more willing to ex- 
change toys with her during the 
visit instead of resenting her playing 
with theirs.” 


This may help mothers whose 
toddlers keep grabbing breakable 
objects and bric-a-brac. Hand-slap- 
ping or angry words didn’t stop my 
15-month-old son from running 
full force to a certain table lamp and 
knocking it over. I got the idea of 
encouraging him to go around feeling 
all sorts of objects in reach, such as 
trays and lamps. Whenever I saw 
him approaching something, I smiled 
and said, “Go ahead and pat it 
gently or feel it.” He took great 
pleasure in being allowed to touch 
everything. After a week of feeling 
and patting and “ahhhhing,” the 
accessories in my rooms are again 
safe.—Mrs. Walter Drescher, Hope- 
well, New Jersey.

Aug. 1 Well, this month opened 
outdoors by David’s mowing weeds 
and my digging some more amid the 
roses. Downtown on errands and 
home by way of monthly meeting of 
our men’s rose club. 

One thing to note is that thru 
courtesy of the Portland Rose Club, 
copies of a useful mimeographed 
leaflet on growing and showing of 
roses were distributed to us. That 
Oregon club is by far the largest 
local rose group in the country. 


Aug. 2 Maggie’ put in some happy 
moments this afternoon processing 
broccoli and cauliflower, putting 
them in our zero freeze box. Earlier 
in the week it was snap beans. 
“That broccoli had little green 
worms on it,’ said Maggie. Dear 
me—I haven’t been dusting enough;

Aug. 3 Once again I can look a 
brother rose fan in the face. By dint 
of hard labor, ie almost all of my

blooming, are going to seed. So I 
hotfooted it for the clipping shears 
and sheared off the stems. New 
growth is beginning at the crowns of

divide a few clumps to increase my 
supply for next year. 

The prize glory of our plantation 
these days is the Dolgo crab, which 
is the corner anchor in the shrub 
border around the north and east 
sides of the flower garden. This has a 
great crop of small, brilliant reddish 
apples, barely an inch in diameter. 
These are excellent for making jelly. 
In the landscape, it can be used eith- 
er as a big shrub or small tree. 

With the power mower out for 
repairs, Maggie is worried as to the 
sad state of our lawn. David went 
foraging in the garage attic for our 
old hand mowers, of which remnants 
of several have been stored there, 
just in case. He took parts of one to 
repair another—and went to work 
to mow the rear lawn. It was a sad 
job for him. 


Aug. 5 Now the right time has ar- 
rived for mulching another rose bed. 
Since the weeding and cultivating, 
there have been heavy rains to put 
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water down in the soil. So I spread 
peatmoss over the bed to hold mois- 
ture, keep down weeds, and to make 
it look like the rose bed of a rich man.

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August Garden Guide 


By Marvey Bicknell 


A UGUST is a good month to get a lot of chores done 
in the garden. It is still planting time for the vegetable 
growers. Turnips, carrots, beets, radishes, and lettuce 
will mature a fall crop in many areas if sown early in 
August. Green beans are a pretty sure fall crop if frost 
doesn’t come ahead of schedule. Choose a quick-ma- 
turing variety. Even peas are a good gamble. They can 
stand a little frost. 


Growing fall vegetables. Cauliflower planted be- 
tween July 25 and August 5 will produce heads in areas 
where there is no heavy freezing before October 25. 
Allow 110 days for maturity, but with the leaves tied 
up over the heads, they can withstand light freezing. 

Kohlrabi can be planted August 1. The edible fleshy 
stems will be even more tender than from those sown 
in spring. Use them while small, 2 inches in diameter. 
Spinach and Chinese cabbage sown now will make 


good fall greens. 


Starting winter onions. | like green onions in August 
so I plant some top sets from the winter onions. These 
orm quickly and give green onions to use this fall. 
\lany people have a winter onion bed at one side of the 
rarden where it will not be disturbed. Clumps grow in 
size and the top sets fall over and propagate themselves. 

| like to grow them in rows in the perennial section 
of the vegetable garden and propagate by sets.

Killing leaf hoppers. During August, damage due to 
an infestation of leaf hoppers on potatoes, dahlias, and 
grapes is evident as “burned” leaves. DDT is a very 
effective control for leaf hoppers. Use it either in the 
10-percent dust form or the 50-percent, wettable-spray 
material diluted according to manufacturer’s directions. 
Leaf hoppers are tiny insects about one-eighth inch 
long and very light green in color. They jump readily 
when their hiding place, the underside of a leaf, is 
jarred. Since they suck the juices from the underside of 
he leaf, the first visible damage is a little white dot on 
upper surface of the leaf above the injury. 

If invasion goes on unchecked, the edges of the leaves 
ippear wilted, then burned. Leaf hoppers are an 
eptionally serious pest on potatoes because the in- 


sects often carry potato-blight disease. 


Pruning evergreens. Evergreens that are fairly com- 
in be trimmed this month. Those so loose and 
they need a severe pruning should not be 
until April. Summer pruning consists of cutting 

new growth to keep the plants compact. 
Vigorous pines can have the new growth cut back to 
ches. New buds will form and a whorl of new 
ches will come out. When the whorls form every 4 
ches, the tree is kept bushy and thick. If left to form 

‘et apart, plants become open and thin. 

\ good general rule for evergreens is to cut new 
wth back one half. But do not make the cuts all the 
ne length. A knife or a hand shear that cuts one twig 
t a time is a better tool to use than a hedge shear that 


cuts several twigs the same length.

Transplanting evergreens. Now is a good time to 
transplant evergreens. They are fairly dormant in 
August. When the fall rains come, the evergreens will 
make some growth. Roois will have plenty of time to 
make new growth before winter. 

If the ground is so dry that the ball of soil does not 
hold together, water the soil around the roots 2 or 3 
days before digging. If you try to dig the plant imme- 
diately, you will find the ball muddy and very difficult 
to handle. 

Trim the evergreens, after transplanting, to com- 
pensate for the loss of roots. Remove twigs damaged in 
handling, and shape the plant as desired. 


Feeding lawns. Lawns should be fed now. If the soil 
is exceedingly dry, water it the day before feeding. Be 
sure the blades of grass are dry before applying an 
inorganic plant food. 

I even find that applying it in the rain and trusting 
that it will be washed down immediately is dangerous. 
It is just my luck to have the rain stop suddenly before 
all the fertilizer has been washed off the grass. Burning 
results. , 

After you finish feeding the lawn, water it carefully. 
A hose nozzle called a rose flare is very good for this 
purpose because it spreads the water over a wide area. 


Seeding lawns. Grass sown in the fall does much bet- 
ter if it is covered a little.

fore raking in the seed. A sharp- 
pronged scratcher is good for loosen- 
ing soil in areas where the grass is 
too thick to work with a spading 
fork. 


My August miscellany. Pansies 
should be sown now so that they can 
grow large enough to overwinter 
outside. Delphinium and larkspur 
can be planted where they are to 
stay permanently. Plant six in a 
clump, then transplant the weaker 
ones later. 

Divide and reset primroses that 
have grown into clumps. Include 
several roots with each top. Shade 
the plants for a few days and keep 
them well watered at all times. 

If your bluebells have developed 
large clumps, divide them now. The 
tops are completely dead, so you 
will have had to have their location 
marked. This is a reminder that suc- 
cessful gardening takes continous 
planning and _ co-ordination—one 
of the reasons it holds your interest 
year after year. 

Watch for borers in dogwood. 
You may detect their presence by 
the wilting of the leaves, by the holes 
they make, or by the sawdust from 
the holes. Dig the borers out with a 
fine wire. 

It is always a good idea to keep 
fruit thinned out so that none touch. 
You will have less spreading of dis- 
eases, especially of brown rot in 
peaches and plums. 


Improving drainage. August is a 
good time to install drainage lines. 
The grass is semidormant now and 
will come back quickly after reseed- 
ing. If the tile line is to go thru the 
lawn, soak the sod thoroly. Then 
after allowing 8 to 12 hours for the 
soil to lose its stickiness, cut and re- 
move a strip 1 foot wide. To do this, 
lay a 12-inch plank over the pro- 
posed line and cut along each side 
of it. Remove the plank and make 
cross cuts every 12 inches. This 
makes neat 12-inch squares. 

Lift the sod and lay it down flat in 
single layers. If you pile it up in 
stacks, it heats quickly and injures 
the grass. A wet burlap placed over 
the sod will help to keep it in good 


condition. 


Planning drain outlets. Plan to 
have the tile go to some definite 
outlet—a storm sewer, an open 
ditch, or to a lower level where the 
water can run out above ground. 

Use 4-inch agricultural tile. Place 
the joints end-to-end without too 
much concern over their fitting up 
straight. The fall should be 3 inches 
per 100 feet. Try to avoid dips or 
pockets along the way. The safest 
plan is to lay all of the tile before 
covering any of it. Then you can be 
sure it works by testing it. 

Tile should be about 18 inches 
deep. When the sod is relaid, tamp 
it down well. Pound the edges down 
so they come in good contact with 
the soil and with the undisturbed 
sod. This shuts out the air and pre- 
vents these edges from drying out. 

Scatter grass seed and fine topsoil 
over the joints and edges and soak 
the whole area thoroly.

controlled with a southern exposure, 
is desirable most of the year. And 
your architect may be able to reduce 
fuel costs by using solar heat. 

Buy exposure to summer breezes, 
protection from winter gales. A 
dead-calm area is likely to be in- 
fested with mosquitoes. It’s best to 
inspect your lot during the drab 
seasons, late fall and early spring, 
for greenery and snow hide many 
defects. 


Buy a Clear Title 


Require the seller to establish the 
title, or employ a lawyer, title in- 
surance company, or abstract com- 
pany to do the job. Usually it’s 
routine work; the fee won’t be large 
compared with the size of your home 
investment. Without a clear title, 
you'll forever face possible litiga- 
tion, and should you decide to sell, 
the property may bring only a frac- 
tion of its real value. 

At the same time, buy freedom 
from undesirable easements—the 
rights others may hold to your prop- 
erty. A telephone-company crew, 
for example, may string poles in 
front of your picture window. Or 
men from the gas company may dig 
up your lawn twice a year to look at 
their pipes. Community driveway 
easements are seldom satisfactory. 

It’s well to have the advice of a 
competent lawyer. If you do, don’t 
sign anything without his approval. 
A poor'y drawn contract leaves you 
holding the bag, for you get only 
what it calls for. 


Buy Improvements 


If utilities are not installed, make 
sure they are on the way. A “‘con- 
templated” improvement may not 
arrive for years. When it does, you’ll 
pay the assessment bill. 

With your lot, try to buy a whole- 
some, abundant water supply, sani- 
tary sewers laid deep enough to 
handle basement drainage, com- 
petently engineered storm sewers or 
surface drainage, gas mains, elec- 
tricity, telephone service, sidewalks, 
curbs, gutters, street paving, street 
lights, and fire hydrants. Some cities 
forbid building before sewers are in- 
stalled. Check to see if provision is 
made for efficient removal of gar- 
bage and trash. 

If improvements are not avail- 
able, add to the price of the lot the 
cost of private sewage disposal, 
water supply, electricity, and drain- 
age. You’ll find the cost of seclusion 
runs rather high. If you live outside 
an established community, you'll 
lose (or pay extra for) fire and police 
protection, garbage and snow re- 
moval, professional services, and 
perhaps even parcel delivery.

‘“‘Why, you haven’t cut back your 
iris and peonies?” asked one. I re- 
plied that leaves of iris and peonies 
should never be cut back in the 
summer. These leaves now are help- 
ing the plants to manufacture the 
food for the rhizomes and the eyes 
from which next year’s bloom will 
Cutting back leaves now 
would just hinder such growth and 
damage the plant. I do cut off old 
bloom stalks of iris and cut off faded 
blooms of peonies, but that’s all.
